The results,so far, have been dis .- 
appolnting;the gate receipts being a 
little more than the terns expenses 
for the student support is far below 
what it should be.

The 
biggest of those shortcomings is the 
low grade of hockey played. It is 
granted that,individually,the boys 
play with a fair amount of skill;some 
can skate with gazelle like speed „nd 
grace and can'stick-handle' well.’But 
when it to team-work and play-maMng 
they appear helpless. The first game 
I saw did not come near high school 
standards of hockey;it was something 
like what might be expected from grade
